If the commission can't 
come up with an acceptable 
plan we may change our 
views about a short ballot and 
stump for a ballot that would 
eliminate all legislators. 

In any event the effective- 
ness or Rep.

ZIP Code is in full swing, the 
United States will have "the 
most modern system of mail 
distribution and delivery in 
existence."

DON'T TRIP ON i

Last summer while cruis- 
ing south, I was about three 
miles from the Dismal 
Swamp Canal's southern end 
when a 40-foot cruiser passed 
me, making good at -least 20 
knots in a six mph posted 
area. Our considerably 
smaller coat was (jfted on the 
mountainous wake and 
slammed against the canal 
side. No real damage was 
done, but the comments I 
made about the offending 
boat's rude, skipper weren't 
the sort of thing one enters 
in a log. 

.' When I arrived at the lock 
the large curiser was laying 
^L about 200 feet from the 
lock entrance. Her skipper 
was angrily shouting at the 
lockmaster. The lockmas- 
ter signaled us ahead and we 
Froceeded on into the lock, 
was surprised when the lock 
gates closed after , we had 
rigged lines around mooring 
posts and killed our engine. 
In the few minutes it had 
taken to put but fenders and 



secure oUr boat, my two sons 
had ferreted out an explan- 
ation of what, had occurred. 

I had seen them, looking 
into a box-like arrangement 
that looked somewhat like a 
leTter drop. Actually this I s 
a periscope through which 
the lockmaster can see boats 
approaching up to four miles 
away!! He had taken in the 
passing incident, had charged 
the cruiser's helmsman with 
his 'flagrant breach of speed 
regulations and to teach him 
a lesson had refused him Im- 
mediate entry into the lock. 
When last we could sec the 
jock, the down stream gate 
was still 'open. The Irate 
skipper apparently was given 
plenty of time to learn that 
the Afmy gives lockmasters 
absolute authority and this 
includes precedence at locks 
and the authority to depart 
from standard operating 
practices as, in their judg- 
ment, the circumstances war- 
rant. 

When you approach a lock, 
stay clear of the end of the 
guide walls and wait for the 
lockmaster to signal you - to 
enter.

ployed .to. gain . the [ockmas- 
ter's attention. 'At some 
locks a signaling device such 
as -a belJ may be -provided. 
If so, It will be marked. At 
others, vessels desiring lock* 
age arc expected to give no- 
tice by a blast of their boat's 
horn or whistle. Such sig- 
nals are not consistent. 

-Some locks limit lockage 
hours for pleasure boats and 
some even limit lockage each 
way through. the same lock to 
once In 24 hours. Write tp 
Corps of Engineers, . U. S, 
Army, Washington. D. C., for 
data on lock regulations in 
the cruise area of your 
choice. . 

Carry aboard at least SO 
feet of mooring line. Don't 
tie up to ladders, instead sc- 
surc one end of the line to 
your craft, pass it over a lock 
mooring, post, stand by and 
pay out or take in mooring 
line as the water level . in 
the lack rises or falls. 

Use fenders to prevent 
damage to your boat and 
have passengers remain seat- 
ed in small craft during 
lockage. „ "
